Smallpox on Steamship Mongolia. 

Doctor Ramus reported, May 7 : 

The steamship Mongolia arrived at Honolulu May 7 with a history 
of two cases of smallpox which occurred on board during the voyage. 
One of the cases developed after leaving Hongkong and was taken 
off at Nagasaki; the other case developed between Kobe and Yoko- 
hama. Disinfection was performed at Nagasaki and Yokohama, and 
all contacts were vaccinated. 

On arrival at Honolulu the steerage passengers for the Territory 
of Hawaii and the patients were taken to the quarantine station, and 
the usual measures were carried out.
